For  wiiat  reafon,  then,  have 
We  more  than  one  ?  If  there  be  any  folid 
reafon  ;  it  will  apply  to  the  more  general 
extenfion  of  them.  Equal  juitice  calls 
eat  for  it.  He  then  made  Come  observa- 
tions on  mr.  Hughes's  laft  fpeech,  and  mr.

Mr.  FURVIANCE  ftated  that  in  his, 
opinion  the  amendment  was  perfectly  re- 
gular. Certain  evils  were  laid  toexift: 
imperfections  in  the  eftablilhed  fyftem 
we're  aimittedtoexiit.  The  original  refo- 
lution  propofed  cutting  up  that  fyftem  by 
the  root.  The  amendment  fuggefted 
an  alt  ration.  It  related  to  the  fame 
fubject  :  it  prapofed  a  corrective  of  the 
fame  evil, — but  it  propofed  a  different 
mode  of  administering  it.  It  introduced 
n<?  new  matter  :  it  called  the  attention 
©f  the  committee  to  no  new  fubject. 
Had  the  amendment  contained  fome  pro- 
poSal  relative  to  the  revenue,  or  to  the 
militia,  or  to  anv  other  point  Unconnected 
with  the  fubject  matter  of  difculiion 
it  would  have  been  out  of  order.  3ut 
this  was  not  the  cafe. 

Calculations,  he  obferved,  had  been 
made  on  the  comparative  expences  of 
the  lyftem  prcpofed  and  of  that  now  in 
exigence. — Such  calculations,  however, 
were  little  t'>  the  purpofe.  The  propof- 
ed fvftcm  mould  he  detailed  and  viewed 
in  all  its  parts,  before  any  Cuch  compari- 
Tjii  could  be  fairly  made.  The  calcula- 
tions which  had  been  offered  to  the  con- 
fUeration  of  the  committee,  were  found- 
ed on  the  fchteme  fuggefted  in  the  Vici- 
nal refolution.  The  refolution  had  been 
a  -tem'eJ:— the  latter  part  of  it  propo- 
Cngthe  fchemt  had  he.-n  Stricken  Jpt,  hr 
a,  vote  of  the  committee:  the  IVhem\ 
kfetf  had  been  virtually  abandoned;  and 
al!  calculations  founded^  on  that  fcheme 
were  of  courfe  irrelevant  to  the  prefent 
queftioq-

was  propofed  that  there  fhould  be  as  ma- 
nv  courts  poffcfTeJ  of  the  fame  jurifdic- 
tion  as  the  prefent  diftrict  courts — The 
expence,  therefore,  if  juftice  is  to  be  ad- 
niiniftered  as  web,  will  exceed  that  of  the  I 
prefect  diftrict  courts  in  the  fame  pro- 
portion at  the  number  of  the  circuit 
courts  would  exceed  the  number  of  the 
diftrict  courts. 

As  to  the  propofal  for  curtailing  the 
ji  rifdiaion  of  the  diftrict  courts  contain- 
ed in  the  amendment  ;  it  did  not  appear 
1  to  him  that  it  depended  on  the  genera! 
principles  under  difcullion.  He  fhould 
therefore,  prefer  ftriking  out  the  latter 
■part  of  the  amendment. 

He  concluded  with  obferving  that  it 
was  uufuir  in  gentlemen  to  dilate  on  the 
ktebnieftie-noles  of  the  prefent  fyftem, 
whil.l  there  <>wn  was  kept  out  of  light. 
•Mr.  ADAIR  requefted  that  the  rule  of 
the  houfe  alluded  to,  might  be  read, -and 
incited  th.it  the  aiaendment  was  incoii- 
fillent  with  the  rule,  as  containing  en- 
tirely he*  matter.

their  country.  The  idea  of  revenge  &  ok 
fanguinary  punifhraents,  founded  on  that 
idea,  were  happily  abandoned,  and  it  was 
r.ow  become  an  eftabiiflied  maxim,  that 
the  aim  of  criminal  jurifprudencc  fhould 
be  to  correct  the  vicious  prcpenlities  of 
the  offender,  and  by  a  punifhment, certain 
but  proportioned  to  the  crime,  to  deter 
others  from  Similar  outrages  on  fociety. 
The  fecond  object  aimed  at  in  conftite- 
ting  courts  of  juftice,  fhould  be  to  have 
them  attended  with  as  little  expence  to 
/the  ftate  as  poffible, — and  the  third  to 
'render  them  as  convenient  to  the  great 
mafs  of  the  people  as  the  nature  of  the 
bufmefs  would  admit  of. — The  firll  ob- 
ject, however,  was  all-important.  I:  was 
not  to  be  dii'.xnfed  with  on  any  conSidera- 
tion  :  and  if  in  any  refpect  the  others  were 
found  to  interfere  with  it  ;  it  was  for  the 
public  good  that  they  Ihould  bend  to  it. 
Would  this  greatebject  be  molt  effectual- 
ly fecured  by  the  eftablifliment  of  circuit 
courts  ?  He  faw  no  reafon  for  fuppofmg 
that  it  Would:  It  was  only  in  capital  ca- 
fes that  puniQiment  could  be  inflicted 
near  where  the  crime  was  committed  ac- 
cording to  our  prei'ent  fyftem-of  criminal 
laws,  and  he  trufted  that  the  period  was 
approaching,  when  capital  offences  would 
be  lefs  frequent  than  they  had  been.  With 
refpect  to  the  greater  part  of  crimes,  they 
are  puniihed  by  confinement  in  the  peni- 
tentiary houfe,  a  mode  of  puniShment 
which,  it  was  hoped,  would  tend  to  cor- 
rect the  bad  habits  and  reform  the  mind 
of  the  offender. — As  far  as  good  influence 
might  be  expected  from  the  imprefuve 
force  of  example  :  it  was  admitted  that 
they  could  not  be  expected  to  be  fo  gen- 
eral and  diffufive  as  whero  it  was  exhib- 
ited in  the  neighborhood  of  the  plates 
where  the  offences  were  committed  :  they 
were  in  a  great  ttaeafure  confined  to  the 
particular  place  where  the  penitentiary 
r.oufe  is  erected.  This  however  was  a 
confideratioii  which  did  not%fect  the  pre- 
fent queftion,- — as  the  place  of  puniili- 
ment  wcuid  be  the  fame,  whether  the  of- 
fender were  tried  in  his  county  or  in  his 
diftrict.  Locality  of  trial,  therefore,  as 
unconnected  with  punifhment,  was  im- 
material, and  an  attention  to  it,  was  ouiy 
calculated  to  deceive. 

After  defcanting  on  this  part  of  the 
fo&jVcl  he  made  many  ingenuous  observa- 
tion's relative  to  trials  in  civil  cafes,  and 
endeavored  to  prove  that  the  advantages 
of  a  local  trial  were  often  delufive,  and 
in  general  much  lefs  than,  on  a  tranlient 
view,  might  be  imagined.  He  took  a  view 
of  its  operation  in  actions  real,  where  the 
land  lies.— in  actions  tranfitory,  which 
follow  the  perfon. — in  chancery  cafes, 
where  either  the  land  or  a  party  is  with- 
in thejurifdiction  of  the  court,  as  in  chan- 
cery for  laud,  in  ejectment,  in  trelipafs 
quare  clausum  j 'regit, — in  treffpafs,  affault 
and  battery,  and  in  contracts: — but  it 
would  fwell  too  much  fuch  a  report  as 
this,  were  we  to  attempt  to  follow  him 
in  all  his  obfervations  on  thefe  topics. 
As  to  contracts,  he  obferved,  that  they 
were  by  no  means  generally  made  by  the 
peffohi  living  in  the  county.  The  far- 
mer did  not  confine  himfelf  to  the  mer- 
chants refu'.ing  in  his  county.  He  might 
rei'i  !e  in  Green  county,  and  yet  find  it 
moil  adventageous  to  him  to  fell  his  pro- 
duce to  a  perfon  living  at  Bairdltown. 
The  contract,  of  courfe,  is  made  there. 
Should  atiy  litigation  be  the  confequencc 
of  the  contrail  ,  the  witneffes  would 
more  probably  be  found  at  Bairdltown 
than  in  Green  county.  Or  if,  with  a 
view  of  having  the  choice  of  a  large  afl'ort- 
rneiit  of  goodb,  he  preferred  making  his 
purchalcs  at  Bairdltown,  the  nWrth*rit 


afterwards  fhould  fue  him;  would  it  kt 
to  the  furtherance  of  juftice  or  to  the  afT 
vnntege  of  the  parties  eventually,  that 
the  profecution  fhould  be  carried  on  at 
Greenfburgh  ?  Tile  witne.ies  will  be  at 
Bairditown,  and  both  the  debtor  and  the 
creditor  muft  drag  them  from  thence,  un- 
der the  idea  of  convenience  to  the  former, 
but  to  the  real  detriment  of  both.  Or 
if  the  cafe  be  carried  into  chancery  ;  is' 
it  right  and  equitable  that  the  debtor 
fhoujd  put  the  creditor  to  the  inconveni- 
ence of  b  inging  his  witneffes  from  Bairdf- 
town  to  the  con:  of  chancery  at  Greenf- 
burgh  ?  In  fact,  faid  mr.  Hughes,  the  real 
the  folid  and  fubltantial  advantages  of 
local  courts  are  confined  to  thole  cafes 
in  which  the  local  courts  have  at.prefent 
jurifd;Ction.  The  fuborcinate  advanta- 
ges do-Kg  iy^el  the  nufs  of  the  commu 


of  deftroying  all  confidence  in  our  courts 
m  juftice.  Recollect  (faid  he)  that  we 
'  have  a  court  over  whichthL  legidaturehas 
no  controul,  and  that  court  proceeds  Hea- 
dy and  uninterrupted  in  the  profecutio.tt 
of  buiiuei's,  amidit  all  the  changes  and 
fluctua-tions  with  which  we  are  harraffing 
our  ow.n  courts.  The  federal  court  is 
not  bound  by  the  detiiions  of  any  of  our 
ftate  courts.  It  may  act  upon  other  prin- 
ciples and  give  contradictory  adjudicati- 
ons. To  counteract  the  evils  arifing 
fronj  this  circumllance,  a  concurrent  ju- 
rifdiciion  had  been  given  to  the  general 
court.  Hence  a  great  proportion  of  that 
bulinefs  which  would  have  gone  to  the 
federal  court,  had  happily  fallen  into  our 
own  general  court,  and  this  would  have 
been  the  cafe  with  a  ftill  greater  propor- 
n  of  it,  had. not  a  fuppofed  inltability

Mr.  Hughes  proceeded  to  tafe  fome 
notice  of  the  conchifion  which  l!ad  been 
drawn  from  the  argument  ufed  by 
him  on  a  former  day's  debate  relative  to 
the  little  advantage  which  was  gained  in 
chancery  caufes  by  trying  them  in  the 
couhty,  and  the  danger  which  would  re- 
fultfroma  multiplicity  of  the  courts  to 
uniformity  of  decilion, — tlm  upon  thefe 
principles  one  court  for  the  whole  ltate 
would  be  amply  fuflkisnt.  In  reply  to 
this, objection  he  obferved  that  the  dif- 
trict courts  combined  in  a  great  degree  the 
advantages  of  a  circuit  court  and  of 
one  general  court,  if  the  advantages 
of  a  general  court  were  to  be  kept 
in  view,  and  thofe  only;  it  would  be 
neceffary  to  facrlfice  thofe  attending  a 
more  general  diftributiou  of  courts. 
And  if  thefe  alone  were  aimed  at,  as; 
ir:  the  prefent  fyftem  :  all  the  gjod  effects' 
of  a- more  consolidated  judiciary  would 
U;  loft.  Were  one  Logic  court  eftabblhJ 
eJ  for  the  trial  of  all  important  caufes  ; 
it  would  be  neceffary  that  it  (hould  let 
tpe  whole  year.  The  trial  of  criminals 
ill  fuch  a  court,  would  be  attendad  with 
uTpeakable  diftrei's  and  oppretfion  to  the 
people.  The  Summoning  of  witneffe* 
iud  jurors  from  the  moll  diltant  parts  of 
the  ftate,  to  attend  fuch  trials  at  one  par- 
ticular place,  would  both  give  difguft  and 
l.npede  the  adminiftration  of  juftice. — 
But  by  the  inltitution  of  diftrict 'courts 
thefe  evils  were  avoided.  On  the  other 
haad,  thefe  fame  courts  poffeffed  the  ad- 
vantages of  our  general  court  with  re- 
gard to  chancery  caufes.  They  were  not 
fe  numerous  nor  formed  of  fuch  dis- 
cordant materials  as  to  take  away  the 
probability  of  their  being  confident  and 
utiiform  in  their  decifions,  whillt  their 
general  feilions  afforded  their  judges  an 
opportunity  of  mutual  communication, 
and  laid  the  foundation  for  well  digefted 
and  fyftematie  adjudications.  As  to  the 
great  point  of  expence,  fo  much  talked  of 
he  fhould  forbear  entering  into  any  cal 
culations  on  that  fubject, — as  it  was  im- 
polTlble  to  do  it  fatisfactorily  whillt  the 
new  plan  was  ftill  unformed.  The  cir- 
cuit courts  muft,  he  conceived,  be  organi- 
zed in  one  of  twojways  : — They  mult  con- 
flit  of  one  judge,  which  he  believed  no 
one  would  advocate,  or  of  two  judges, 
which  would  render  at  lealt  eighteen  ne- 
ceffary to  attend  all  the  circuits.  Tho' 
oppofed,  however,  to  a  total  change  ;  he 
was  in  favour  of  multiplying  the  districts, 
and  rendering  the  prefent  ones  more  con- 
venient.—  Three  new  diftricts  and  two 
new  judges  would  be  fuflicient.  The 
Frankfort  diftrict  might  be  (truck  off. 
This,  the  people  of  that  diftrict  he  pre- 
prefuriied  would  readily  acquiefce  in,  011 
condition  that  the  jurisdiction  of  their 
diftrict  court,  were  given  to  the  general 
court.  Eight  judges,  therefore,  would 
be  fuflicient  for  the  diftrict  courts,  where  ■ 
as  eighteen  would  be  neceffary  for  the 
circuit  courts. 

The  expence  of  the  qnarter  feflion 
courts  might  likewife  be  faved,  by  adopt- 
ing the  Virginia  plan  of  blending  the  coun- 
ty and  quarter  felbon  courts,  though  in- 
deed he  war.  not  prepared  to  Say  how  far 
Such  an  arrangement  would  be  expedi- 
ent.

Pennsylvania. 

"PHILADELPHIA,  Nov.  24. 
In  addition  to  the  pleafing  information 
given  in  our  laft,  we  have  now  the  fatif- 
faction  of  announcing  the  ratification  o£ 
the  preliminaries  of  PEACE  on  the  part 
of  the  French  government,  and  of  laying 
before  our  readers  feveral  other  impor- 
tant articles,  felected  from  the  London 
Star  (if  the  ninth  of  October,  brought  by 
the  Ship  PerSeverance,  Capt.  WilHamSon, 
in  thirty-Seven  days  from  Briitol,  and 
received  by  us  laft  night  frora  a  reSpecta- 
b!e  Merchant  of  tiiis^city. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  King,  our  minifter 
Kit  the  court  of  London,  has  embraced  the 
earlieft  opportunity  of  apprizing  ourgov- 
ernment  .'of  the  conclulion  of  peace  be- 
tween England  and  France — We  Shall 
perhaps;  be  gratified  in  a  few  days  by  the 
publication  of  his  communication  on  this 
fubject.'" 

London,  October  9. 
Preliminaries  of  Peace. 
TheTelcgraphe  at  the  Admiralty  was 
at  work  again  this  forenoon,  and  the  co  n- 
munication  was  confidently  afferted  to  be 
that  a  French  envoy  had  reached  Dover 
'his  morning  at  four  o'clock,  and  brought 
with  him  the  preliminaries  of  Peace, 
which  had  been  ratified  by  the  French  go- 
vernment on  Sunday  laft  the  fourth  inft. 

Recollecting  with  how  much  confidence 
a  fimilar  report  was  circulated  two  days 
ago,  we  cannot  vouch  for  the  truth  of 
the  prefent,  though  we  think  it  extreme- 
ly probable.  If  correct,  the  envoy  or  o- 
ther  perfon  arrived  may  be  momentarily 
expected  to  reach  town. 

As  a  proof,  however,  that  the  intelli- 
gence, as  communicated  through  the  me- 
dium of  the  Tclegi  aphe,  is  believed  to  be 
as  above  ftated,  we  fliall  mention  on'e 
circumftance  : — People  were  employed 
when  our  paper  went  to  prels  in  decora- 
ting the  front  of  Mr.  Otto's  houfe  with 
lamps  filled  with  oil,  to  be  ready  for  light- 
ing.

younger  A  uftri  an  archdukes.  To  oblige 
the  Emperor,  the  French  government  has 
promifed  to  endeavor  to  gratify  his  wilhes. 
Propofals  have  therefore  been  made  to  the 
Duke  ofBrunfwick,butof  what  fort  they 
are,  is  not  yet  fully  known  ;  it  is  however

Preliminaries  of  Peace  between  his 
Majefty  and  the  French  Republic  wore 
figned  laft  night  at  Lord  Hawkcfbury/s 
office,  in  Downing-Street,  by  the  right 
hon.  Lord  Hawkeftmry,  one  of  his  Maje- 
fty's  principle  Secretaries  of  State,  on  the 
part  of  his  Majefty,  and  by  M.  Otto,  on 
the  part  of  the  French  government." 

The  conditions  of  this  treaty  are  not 
fully  known.  It  is  faid  that  they  guaran- 
tee the  integrity  of  our  three  allies,  Tur- 
key, Portugal,  and  Naples.  Of  courts  E- 
gypt  will  be  evacuated  both  by  French 
and  Engliih,  and  Madaira  reftored. — 
France  guarantees,  to  thefe  three  of  our 
allies  their  dominions  ;  but  it  teems  pur 
allies  tho  Stadtholder  and  King  of  Sardi- 
nia, as  well  as  the  French  Princes  are  a- 
bandoned  to  their  fate  !  The  Ptfpe's  ter- 
ritories are  to  be  evacuated  ;  Malta  is  to 
bereitored  to  its  ancient  knights  ;  Minor- 
ca to  be  reftored  to  Spain;  and  Porto 
Ferrajo  evacuated.  So  we  gain  nothing 
in  the  Mediterranean  or  in  Europe  ;  while 
France  gains  all  Holland  and  Netherlands 
a  large  part  of  Germany,  Switzerland,  and 
two-thirds  of  Italy  !  in  the  Weft-Indies, 
the  only  conqueft  we  are  to  keep  is,  as  we 
are  told,  Tiinidad.  The  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  is  to  be  made  a  free  port,  and  Cey- 
lon is  to  be  ceded  to  this  country.  We 
fhall  offer  no  opinion  upon  the  conditi- 
ons until  they  are  better  authenticated. 

A  copy  of  the  treaty  figned  by  Lord 
Huwefbury  was  on  Thurfday  night  dif- 
patched  to  Paris,  where  it  will  arrive 
this  night  j  and  the  ratification  is  expect- 
ed back  on  Monday  night  or  Tuefday 
morning,  when  it  will  be  ratified  by  the 
Britidi  government,  alfo,  and  published, 
in  an  extraordinary  Gazette.  Miniflers 
will  feel  the  propriety  of  making  it  in- 
(tantly  and  officially  known,  fince  the 
fate  of  fo  many  men  will  be  decided  by 
the  nature  of  the  conditions.  Parliament 
will  be  immediately  fummoned  to  meet 
within  fourteen  days,  for  the  difpatch  of 
bufinefs,  the  preliminaries  will  be  laid 
before  it,  its  fanction  obtained,  and  in 
the  midlt  of  the  general  joy  a  loan  will  be 
raifed  to  an  unexampled  extent,  as  Gov- 
ernment is  known  to  be  in  want  of  an 
enormous  fum  of  money.  Parliament 
will  then  be  adjourned  to  meet  after 
Chriftiar.s,  and  receive  the  definitive  trea- 
ty.

treaties  between  this  country  and  Prince 
have  ufually  been  adopted  for  the  defi 
nitive. 

Much  praife  has  been  given  to  minif- 
ters  for  the  fecrecy  with  which  the  ne- 
gotiation lias  been  conducted.  We  give 
them  no  fuch  praife. — It  was  their  duty 
to  have  made  the  public  understand  fome- 
thing  of  its  progrefs.  Merchants  and 
commercial  men  are  fo  deeply  interested 
■an  the  event,  that  foine  information  was 
JKecelfflry  to  enable  them  to  conduct  the  r 
bufinefs  with  fafety.  A  few  indirea  com_ 
munications  to  the  public  could  have  done 
no  injury  to  the  treaty,  or  injury  of  any 
kind.  The  filence  maintained  by  niinif- 
ters,  and  the  prevailing  opinion  that  the 
negotiations  Would  fail,  will,  perhaps, 
ruin  feveral  refpeC'table  houfes,  and  ;r.cvt 
a  cruel  misfortune  to  many  worthy  men. 
But  We  acquit  mini'ders  of  mifconduct  in 
this  refpeet,  until  within  thefe  three  days. 
We  believe  they  had  no  expectation  el 
peace  till  Wednefday,  and  having  noth- 
ing good  to  announce  before  that  time, 
they  preferred  filence.  If  it  be  contend 
ed  that  this  fecrecy  has  prevented  indivi- 
duals frofn  gambling  in  the  funds,  We 
fay  no.  Certain  perfons  have  knowu  of 
the  progrefsof  the  negociation,  and  with- 
in two  days,  have  made  fortunes  by  it. 
-On  Wednefday  the  funds  rofe  tvvo  01 
three  per  cent,  on  the  purchtifes  made  ; 
and  the  reports  on  the  llock  exchange 
were,  that  preliminaries  would  be  in- 
ftantly  figned.  The  fame  occurred  on 
Thurfday  ;  but  thefe  reports  having  prov- 
ed falfe  before,  were  not  generally  believ- 
ed, and  thofe  in  the  fecretmade  thegreat- 
er  advantage  of  them.  They  (hewed, 
howejf ,  that  foin  e  men  in  the  alley  knew 
what^U  going  forward.  A  number  of 
policies  on  ihr.  peace  have  alfo  been  done 
at  Loyd's  within  thefe  few  days  ;  and  we 
could  name  individuals  who  have  made 
their  fortunes  there,  independent  of  what 
they  mull  have  realized  in  the  funds.  So 
much  for  the  fecrecy  of  the  negociation. 
The  public  have  been  deceived,  &  1  few 
men  have  made  their  fortunes.  While 
we  are  on  the  fubject  of  the  funds  we 
remark  this  extraordinary  faa.  Lall 
Monday  was  12  months,  a  report  ftrong- 
ly  prevailed,  and  was  much  believed,  that 
a  plan  of  a  naval  armilticc  was  agreed 
upon  by  M.  Otto  and  lord  Grenvillej  and 
that  it  was  gone  to  Paris  for  fignature. 
On  this  report  the  3  per  cents  were  fold 
as  high  as  67.  Yelterday,  with  ilxi  fign- 
ing  of  the  preliminaries  of  peace,  publish- 
ed in  the  London  Gazette,  in  every  man's 
hand,  they  did  not  rife  at  any  time  high- 
er than  66  1-2  though  much  bufinefs  was 
done,  and  a  great  deal  of  money  came  '.o 
market.  To  what  can  we  impute  this 
heavinefs  of  flocks  ?  Is  it  the.effea»f 
the  increafe  of  the  national  debt,  or  tie 
profpea  of  an  enormous  loan,  and  of  f- 
nancial  difficulties  of  the  utmoft  magn  - 
tude  which  muft  be  encountered  in  ac- 
juiling  a  pacific  fyftem?  Or  do  the  mer- 
cantile men  feel  apprehenfions  for  thz 
commerce  which  the  war  has  enabled  us 
to  monopolize  ?  Do  they  fee  a  diminuti- 
on of  the  revenues  and  refources  of  cm- 
government  ?  Do  they  foar  that  the  chjini 
nels  of  our  wealth  will  be  diverted  to 
other  quarters  ?  Undoubtedly,  this  is 
the  molt  awful  moment  at  which  fnis 
country  ever  arrived.  No  peace  was  ever 
made  under  circumftances  of  fo  grave 
and  ferious  a  nature.  It  has  been  the 
peculiar  charaaer  of  this  war,  that  it  has 
by  the  forced  circulation  of  paper  mor.ey 
inftead  of  gold,  the  monopoly  of  com- 
merce, &c.  created  a  ftate  of  things,  fa- 
vorable to  its  own  exiftencc.  The  nation 
has  been  brought  to  a  habit  of  body  by 
violent  ftimulants,  which  may  render  it 
dangerous  to  return  to  its  former  fober 
courfe.  On  this  iubjeet,  Undoubtedly, 
great  anxiety  muft  prevail.  A  nine  years 
war  has  changed  our  nature  fo  much  that 
we  cannot  contemplate  the  reform  even 
of  our  vices  without  uueafinefs. 

The  feelings  of  every  man  yefterday 
received  a  (hock,  influenced  ftrongly  by 
either  hope  or  fear,  or  both.  The  pre- 
fent  peace  involves  the  intereft  of  every 
one  more  than  any  event  that  ever  before 
occurred. —  The  rich  man  who  draws  his 
thoufands  from  the  Indies,  and  the  poor 
man  who  derives  his  loaf  from  his  labor, 
feel  with  equal  awe  this  crilis  in  their 
fate.  But  whatever  may  be  the  alarms 
with  regard  to  the  future,  the  earlier  the 
peace  is  made,  the  lefs  will  be  the  diffi- 
culties, with  which  we  muft  ftruggle. 
We  regret  that  peace  was  not  made  two 
years  ago  when  Buonaparte  offered  it ;  we 
regret  it  was  not  made  two  years  ago 
when  the  people  of  England  called  for  it. 
we  regret  that  the  war  ever  commenced  ; 
and  it  would  be  eafy  to  (hew  that  we  have 
not  only  tot.ally  failed  in  the  real  object 
of  i:,  but  that  our  lolTes  have  exceeded 
our  gains.  But  at  the  prefeitt  moment 
fuch  thoughts  are  unfeafonable.  The 
public  joy  thould  not  be  damped.  We 
hail  peace,  even  late  as  it  ccipes,  and 
fed'  ' 


puflViTes  the  meaua  of  oyerccming  all  its 
l  cliihcultics,  under  a  wife  adttiinifiration 
of  affairs.  The  patience,  the  induilry,  and 
firmnefs  of  the  people,  are  great,  and  au- 
thorife  any  favorable  calculations  found- 
ed on  their  conducl.  Even  miniflers,  we 
hope,  are  convinced  of  the  folly  of  at- 
tempting to  conquer  France,  and  may  fe* 
ripnily  improve  the  opportunity  now  af- 
forded them  of  repairing  their  crrois. 
We  (hall  not  be  furpriled  to  fee  Mr. 
Pitt  extolling  "  the  child  and  champion 
of  Jacobinifm,"  and  palliating  his  acls  of 
— tyranny — we  would  have  laid  yeller- 
day  ;  but  we  muft  now  keep  a  wary  guard 
upon  our  language.  France  is  perhaps 
almoft  our  ally,  and  the  pillory  will  be 
the  reward  of  thofe  who  dare  columniate 
Buonaparte.  We  may  with  fafety  admire 
his  exalted  genius,  though  we  cannot 
compliment  him  on  the  principle  or  prac- 
tice of  his  government.  What  a  change 
has  he  affecle.l  in  the  fituation  of  France  i 
Two  5  ears  ago  the  very  advocates  of  the 
French  revolution,  ilill  more  its  enemies, 
thought  the  laft  momenta  of  the  rebu'dic 
were  at  hand  ;  that  it  was  in  its  laft  ago- 
nies ;  ihat  Suwarrow  would  beat  Paris. 
The  interior  of  France  was  a  fctne  of 
confulion.  Now  we  fee  that  nation  ex- 
alted in  power  and  military  glory  above 
all  others  in  Europe,  giving  them  peace. 
— Giving!  !  .' — 1  his  hasbeen  the  favorite 
exprelfion  of  Buonaparte.  Notthat  France 
would  meet  any  other  nation  as  an  equal 
but  that  the  chief  conful  would  give  peace 
to  Europe.  Give.'  And  we  find  he  gives 
it  to  England,  fince  minilters  offered  for 
it  as  much  as  they  could,  and  depended 
on  bis  "will  for  its  being  concluded.  To 
this  degree  has  he  humbled  them,  and  c- 
levated  himfelf. 

Buonaparte,  however,  wasurgtd  to  con- 
clude this  treaty  by  other  motives  than 
the  conditions  offered.  Factions  were 
forming  againft  him  at  Paris,  taking 
peace  for  their  ground,  and  he  was  oblig- 
ed to  have  a  large  body  of  troops  in  that 
city.  Alexandria,  too,  which  he  made 
an  article  of  barter  in  the  negotiation,  he 
knew  had  furrendered,  and  vvifhed  to  ob- 
tain fomething  under  pretence  of  giving

On  the  a6thof  Augult General  Menoti, 
requested  an  armiftance  to  adjuft  the  arti- 
cles for  the  evacuation  of  that  city. 

Citn.  Hutchinfon,  in  concert  with  the 
Grand  Vizier  and  Captain  Pacha, confent- 
ed  to  this  propofal,  and  the  armiftance  be- 
gan on  the  27th  of  Auguft,  on  wnich  day 
General  Huchinfon  fent  off difpatcbee  to 
inform  his  court  of  this  important  event. 

General  Menou  did  not  requeft  an  ar- 
miftance till  the  Engliih  had  taken  two  im- 
portant polls,  by  means  of  which  he  ftiil 
maintained  fome  communications  with  the 
furrounding  country,  and  procured  fup- 
plies  of  proyiliong.  Gen.  Hutchinfon  af- 
ter taking  thefe  and  other  pofts,  fummon- 
ed Menou  to  furrender,  with  the  garrifon 
of  Alexandria,  prifoneri  of  war,  unlefs  he 
would  abide  the  confequence  of  a  general 
affault  by  the  three  combined  armies,  of 
the  Engliih,  the  Grand  Vizier,  and  the 
Captain  Pacha.  To  this  fummons  Gene- 
ral Menou  returned  a  firm  and  republican 
anfwer  \  but  at  length  found  himfelf  con 
pelled,  by  the  difcontent  of  his  garrift 
who  had  loft  all  hope  of  receiving  fuccour 
to  folicit  an  armiflice,  in  order  to  conclude 
an  honarable  convention  the  conditions  of 
which  we  expect  very  foon.  Nodifpatches 
have  for  a  long  cime  arrived  fo  fpeedily 
from  Egypt  as  thefe.

troops  fhall  evacuate  the  kingdom  of  Na- 
ples and  the  Roman  ftate  ;  and  the  Britilh 
forces,  Porto  Ferrajo  and  the  ports  and 
iflands  in  the  Mediterranean  and  Adria- 
tic feas — 'The  republic  of  thefeven  United 
Iflands  (ball  be  recognixed  by  the  French.

elty ;  into  the  enlightened  Chriituty  who 
devoutly  worlhips  the  Ge-d  of-  the  Uni- 
verle,  and  loves  his  neighbor.
